The sn atches o f his p riv ate life 
that can b e seen p u b licly —an d there 
are n o t man y —reflect carefu l atten ­ 
tio n to rig id b ehav io r stan dards, 
fro m his co rrect b u t co o l co n du ct 
to ward his wife Pat to his resistan ce 
to lo n g hair in the White Ho u se. His 
dau g hters Ju lie an d Tricia are ei­ 
ther p arag o n s o f v irtu e o r terrified 
o f in cu rrin g his disp leasu re. 
Ho wev er, there is co n siderab le 
ev iden ce this y ear that Richard Nix ­ 
o n ’s ideas o f n atio n al mo rality are 
v ery o ld-fashio n ed. The co u n try 
do es n o t seem to b e so p u ritan ical 
ab o u t the p riv ate liv es o f its p u b lic 
fig u res—o r, fo r that matter, ab o u t 
an y o n e’s p riv ate co n du ct—as the 


Presiden t seems to thin k. 
The classic ex amp le o f the n ew 
flex ib ility to ward o ld so cial tab o o s is 
Misso u ri Sen . Tho mas Eag leto n . He 
seems to hav e emerg ed fro m the o r­ 
deal du rin g which he was du mp ed as 
Demo cratic Vice Presiden tial n o mi­ 
n ee as a mo re p o p u lar an d sy mp a­ 
thetic fig u re than Presiden tial n o mi­ 
n ee Geo rg e McGo v ern . (Po lls in di­ 
cate this is tru e to su ch a startlin g 
deg ree that McGo v ern has n o w 
so u g ht Eag leto n ’s help in camp aig n ­ 
in g an d telev isio n adv ertisin g .) 
Yet, in the recen t p ast, strict 
mo ralists wo u ld hav e in sisted u p o n 
Eag leto n ’s p o litical b an ishmen t fo r 
misrep resen tin g his health to Mc­ 
Go v ern an d fo r the v ery fact he had 
two electric sho ck treatmen ts fo r 
dep ressio n .

The efferv escen t, fast-talkin g 
Shriv er do es p ro v ide so me o f the 
zest we rep o rters say has b een miss­ 
in g fro m this camp aig n . The tro u b le 
is, mo st o f his u tteran ces are n o t 
taken serio u sly b ecau se he’s so o u t­ 
rag eo u sly careless. 
Ov er a sp an o f y ears, he mis­ 
called the n ame o f a famo u s so n g , 
g av e the wro n g date fo r McGo v ern ’s 
b ig Vietn am sp eech, misstated the 
n u mb er o f men u n der arms in Wo rld 
War II b y three millio n , g arb led his 
o wn ag e at an earlier time, misq u o t­ 
ed the Declaratio n o f In dep en den ce 
an d the Star-Sp an g led Ban n er. 
So when he g u n s o u t “facts” 
ab o u t the alleg ed sin s o f the Nix o n 
admin istratio n an d o ther matters, it 
reg isters as g reat g o o d fu n b u t 
do esn ’t seem to hav e mu ch to do 
with g o v ern in g the Un ited States.

diap ers are u p 18 p er cen t. Yo u can ’t 
affo rd to b e b o rn u n der Nix o n .”

that has hap p en ed an y where in the 
wo rld in the p ast fo u r y ears—b u t 
mo stly fo r “b lo win g thin g s u p in 
Vietn am in stead o f b u ildin g u p Bal­ 
timo re,” o r fo r takin g all the tax 
mo n ey do wn to Washin g to n an d 
sen din g it o v erseas in stead o f to 
p laces like Philadelp hia. 
Shriv er say s that u n der the Pres­ 
iden t, u n emp lo y men t has do u b led, 
welfare ro les an d co sts hav e do u ­ 
b led. May b e, b u t with so mu ch erro r 
in his daily sp iel, who can b e su re? It 
wo u ld take the Gen eral Acco u n tin g 
Office six mo n ths to ru n an accu racy 
test o n Shriv er’s g u n n ed-o u t statis­ 
tics. 
Thu s it all co mes b ack to simp le 
g o o d fu n . Rep o rters keep track o f 
the n u mb er o f times he say s “than k 
y o u ” when he’s in tro du ced.

Comedy, suspense, 
tragedy on ABC 


“The Odd Couple,” which has 
led three lives as a comedy su­ 
perhit— from Broadway to mo­ 
vie theatres to series televi­ 
sion— comes to the ABC Televi­ 
sion Network in its movie form, 
starring Jack Lemmon and 
Walther Matthau, as “The ABC 
Sunday Night Movie” presenta­ 
tion, Sunday from 8 to 10 p.m. 
(»1 Channels 8, 13. 
After firmly establishing Neil 
Simon as America’s number 
one comedy writer with its 
stage success, “The Odd Cou­ 
ple,” with a screenplay by Si­ 
mon, became an even bigger hit 
as a movie with Matthau recre­ 
ating his Tony Award-winning 
performance as Oscar, an unal­ 
terably sloppy sportswriter 
who shares an apartment with 
his compulsively fastidious 
friend (Jack Lemmon). 
Critics greeted “The Odd 
Couple’s” movie debut this 
way: “. . . perhaps the meat­ 
iest of Neil Simon’s comedies 
. . . arrives on screen enhanced 
by the transition” (Judith 
Crist), “An excellent film . .. 
broad as well as poignant 
laughs . . . performances are 
uniformly excellent . . . ” 
Lemmon, playing a fuss- 
budget who does everything 
wrong by trying to do every­ 
thing too right, also holds an 
Academy Award (for “Mr. 
Roberts” ) and has been nomi­ 
nated for three others.

blonde to find her missing boy­ 
friend, but the case develops 
into a deadly search for $400,000 
in missing syndicate money in 
“Goodnight, My Love” on the 
ABC Television Network’s 
“Tuesday Movie of the Week,” 
from 7:30 to 9 p.m. 
Set in Los Angeles in 1946, the 
“Maltese Falcon ’’-type mys­ 
tery film stars Richard Boone 
and Michael Dunn as the two 
detectives, Frank Hogan and 
Arthur Boyle. Barbara Bain 
stars as Susan Lakely, the cur- 
vaceious client who elicits their 
help. Also starring are Victor 
Buono and Gianni Russo. 
Hogan and Boyle are asked to 
locate Susan’s fiance, Michael 
Tarlow (Russo), who has been 
missing for four days. Unbe­ 
knownst to the private eyes, 
Tarlow is a hit-man for the syn­ 
dicate who has absconded with 
$400,000 of “company” funds. 
In a continuing cat-and- 
mouse game, the detectives are 
led to a rotund character 
named Julius Limeway (Buo­ 
no), owner of a plush Sunset 
Strip nightclub. Limeway is 
openly hostile and says he’s 
never heard of Michael Tarlow. 
Investigating further, Hogan 
and Boyle learn Tarlow was ac­ 
tually working for Limeway. It 
doesn’t help matters any that 
the detectives suspect Susan of 
lying to them, despite the girl’s 
disconcerting habit of break­ 
ing into tears whenever Hogan 
questions her.

The Great Hash Rebellion 


Tho se who believ e student 
uprising s, ca mpus unrest, co l­ 
leg e demo nstra tio ns a nd the 
like to be pro ducts o f recent 
deca des need o nly to be re­ 
minded o f a lo ca l incident to 
kno w ho w inco rrect their a s­ 
sumptio n rea lly is. 
The ha ppening referred to is 
rela ted belo w. The na me o f the 
a ffa ir is ta ken fro m the pa g es o f 
the Dix o n Ev ening Teleg ra ph 
a s is the ma in co ntent o f the 
ta le. Litera ry embellishment is 
the respo nsibility o f the a utho r. 
In 1885, a lo ng 87 y ea rs no w 
pa st, the g ro wing little city o f 
Dix o n suppo rted a n institutio n 
o f hig her educa tio n ca lled the 
Dix o n Co lleg e. Lo ca ted be­ 
tween First a nd Third Streets 
a nd Co lleg e a nd Va n Buren 
Av enues, the rema ins o f three 
o f the scho o l’s building s a re 
still to be seen to da y . 
Fo r o v er 3 0 y ea rs, the Dix o n 
Co lleg e serv ed a nev er ending 
strea m o f y o ung peo ple intent 
upo n receiv ing a n educa tio n o n 
a lev el o v er a nd a bo v e tha t o f­ 
fered by hig h scho o ls. The 
scho o l ha d beg un in 1881 in a n­ 
o ther sectio n o f the co mmunity 
a s a n ex tensio n o f the Bluff 
Pa rk Semina ry . After the first 
co lleg e building ha d been co n­ 
structed, its perma nent lo ca ­ 
tio n wa s remo v ed to the wester­ 
ly pa rt o f Dix o n. 
In a dditio n to impro v ing the 
minds o f its students, the co l­ 
leg e a lso furnished ro o m a nd 
bo a rd fo r tho se enro lled in a ny 
o f its ma ny co urses o f study . In 
this ca pa city the scho o l o pera t­ 
ed a full dining ha ll fa cility a nd 
co mplete kitchen o pera tio n. 
It wa s fro m this seg ment o f 
the co lleg e tha t “ Hie Grea t 
Ha sh Rebellio n” fo und birth. 
Ma y o f 1885 wa s a ty pica lly 
brig ht, wa rm a nd delig htful 
mo nth in the city beside the 
Ro ck Riv er. A lo ng scho o l term 
wa s just co mpleted fo r the stu­ 
dents who ha d sta rted their ed­ 
uca tio na l ex perience sev era l 
mo nths befo re. Spring wa s in 
the a ir a nd a feeling o f restiv e 
a nticipa tio n wa s felt thro ug h­ 
o ut the co lleg e co rrido rs. 
So mewha t befo re the serv ­ 
ing o f the ev ening mea l o f Ma y 
20 , a rumo r wa s hea rd by a ll 
who wo uld listen to the effect 
tha t ev ery thing wa s no t rig ht in 
the co lleg e kitchen. It wa s re­ 


lated th at a recen t p u rch ase o f 
fresh meat h ad b een allo wed to 
h an g to o lo n g with o u t co o lin g 
an d h ad b eco me, th erefo re, u n ­ 
fit to eat. 
As each g ro u p listen ed to th e 
sto ry o f th e b ad meat, th e tale 
g rew an d was en larg ed u p o n 
ev en with th e retellin g to an o th ­ 
er wid e-ey ed g ath erin g o f stu ­ 
d en ts. 
Befo re lo n g , th e sto ry rep eat­ 
ed th at th e meat was tain ted 
an d sh o u ld n o t b e eaten fo r fear 
o f p o iso n in g . As in all o th er 
times, a sto ry su ch as th is, o n ce 
b eg u n , sp read with rap id ity u n ­ 
til all wh o d in ed in th e co lleg e 
facility k n ew o f its ex isten ce. 
Wh en th e time came fo r th e 
actu al serv in g o f fo o d in th e 
d in in g h all, th e g ath ered stu ­ 
d en ts were ad aman t in th eir re­ 
fu sal to co n su me th e meat 
co u rse o ffered . 
So o n , all was n o ise an d co n fu ­ 
sio n as stu d en ts reg istered 
th eir co mp lain ts in lo u d v erb al 
fash io n . Teach ers, p ro fesso rs 
an d ad min istrativ e staffs, led 
b y th e co lleg e’s fo u n d er an d 
ch ief o fficer, Pro fesso r J. B. 
Dille, co u ld d o n o th in g to calm 
th e v o cal o u tcries o f th eir p u ­ 
p ils. 
A g enera l mo v ement o ut o f 
the la rg e fo o d-serv ing a rea wa s 
then beg un by cla ss lea ders. 
The students fo llo wed a nd g a th­ 
ered in ming ling g ro ups o n the 
spa cio us la wn in fro nt o f the 
red-brick co lleg e structure, 
there to co ntinue their pro test 
a g a inst the mea t serv ed tha t 
nig ht. 
Altho ug h no fo rma l o rg a niza ­ 
tio n wa s behind it, a g enera lly 
lo ud tho ug h certa inly no n-v io ­ 
lent demo nstra tio n then to o k 
pla ce. Speeches o f o ne kind o r 
a no ther were ma de by student 
o ra to rs to the lo ud cheers o f 
their fello ws a nd pla ns were 
ma de to further the o utra g e felt 
by the a ssembled y o ung peo ple. 
Brig ht a nd ea rly the fo llo w­ 
ing mo rning , well befo re the 
no rma l time fo r beg inning 
cla sses, a la rg e cro wd o f stu­ 
dents o nce a g a in g a thered a t 
the entra nce o f the co lleg e’s 
ma in building . There they were 
to ld the ta inted mea t serv ed the 
nig ht befo re ha d been re­ 
cla imed by the kitchen crew 
a nd g ro und into ha sh to be 
serv ed a t the brea kfa st mea l

GEORGE W. CRANE 
CASE V-518: To m Cro wder, 
ag ed 23, recently became the 
new Sunday Scho o l su perin­ 
tendent at the v illag e church 
near which we hav e o u r 
su mmer farm ho me. 
“ Ou r attendance was 9 7 
to day ,” he anno unced at the 
clo sing ex ercises. 
“But I’d like to see it g o way 
abo v e the 100-mark. 
“And we can do it if we’ll just 
beg in inv iting o ther children to 
co me with u s o n Su nday 
mo rning . 
“Many o f y o u will recall the 
o ld adag e that ‘Yo u can lead a 
ho rse to water but y o u can’t 
make him drink.’ 
“Well, if y o u lead him o ften 
eno ug h and then keep him there 
awhile, he may g ro w thirsty 
and want to drink. 
“So the newco mers who m we 
inv ite here may no t be entirely 
so ld o n co ming to Sunday 
Scho o l after ju st o ne v isit. 
“But if we keep it up and 
make them feel happy while 
they are with us, they may so o n 
wish to ‘drink.’ 
“So let’s start do ing mo re 
ho me missio nary wo rk in o ur 
o wn to wn, fo r many children 
still do n’t attend any Sunday 
Scho o l hereabo u ts!” 
Ho w Zo o m Attendance 
To m is smart in his adv ice to 
the Sunday Scho o l. 
Fo r the v ery best way to 
increase membership is to hav e 
enthu siastic inv itatio ns o ffered 
by tho se who already attend. 
Bring the strang ers with y o u 
to Sunday Scho o l! 
But then make the lesso ns 
fun as by ty ping a do zen 4- 
answer questio ns o n the Bible 
to pic, such as: 
“The g iant named Go liath 
was slain by : SAUL-AHAB- 
DAVID-JONAH.” 
A teacher can ty pe o ff a do zen 
sets o f such questio ns v ia use o f 
so me carbo n sheets. 
She can usually create 10 o f 
these 4-answer qu eries o n the 
lesso n to pic. 
And they easily enlist the 
co o peratio n o f ev ery bo dy , ev en 
the kiddies fro m no n-relig io us 
ho mes! 


Fo r all o f us like to take a 
chance and see if we can g et the 
rig ht answer, ju st by luck. 
Then, hav ing encircled (o r 
underlined) the name we think 
may be co rrect, we’ll wait till 
the teacher ex plains that 
questio n. 
She may thus spend a co uple 
o f minutes discussing the first 
item. 
Then she can mo v e o n to 
Number 2, and the class will 
still g iv e her rapt attentio n, fo r 
each perso n g rades his o wn 
paper and thus wants to kno w 
ho w many he g o t rig ht. 
By this metho d, y o u can ho ld 
the attentio n o f kiddies (o r 
adu lts) fo r the 20 minutes 
usually allo tted to the lesso n. 
And at the end, she can tell 
the newco mer: 
“Jo hnny , take this Bible test 
ho me and see ho w well y o ur 
daddy and mo ther do o n it.” 
This will tickle mo st children 
fo r they relish “sho wing up” 
their elders. 
And if their ho me was no t 
Bible-o riented befo re, their 
parents may no t sco re much 
better than Jo hnny o r Suzie. 
So Jo hnny will thus beco me 
an assistant Sunday Scho o l 
teacher within an ho ur and a 
half o f his first v isit to y o ur 
chu rch! 
This is “ par” fro m o u r 


pedag o g ical ang le. 
And Jo hnny then will lo o k 
fo rward eag erly to v isiting y o ur 
class the v ery nex t Sabbath, 
fo r he’ll want to g et a new test 
to “ sho w u p” his pag an 
parents!
